cratic stronghold and drew wild 
cheers from the big- crowd as he 
told them: 


"I defy you to say where the 


Republican candidate stands on 
anything. He doesn't dare to tell 
the people." 


Police estimates of the crowds 


that met the president in Provi- 
dence ranged up to 50,000. 


Swinging into Rhode Island aft- 


er a day and a half of campaign- 
ing in Massachusetts, the presi- 
dent appeared in high spirits and 
told the crowd he had some good 
news—then predicted Massachu- 
setts would go Democratic by at 
least 100,000 votes. 


He is enroute to New York for 


a major campaign talk at 9:30 p. 
m., in Madison Square Garden, aft- 
er a Boston warning to Russia 
"we shall not retreat" from Ber- 
lin. 


Thousands of Bostonians, cram- 


med into Mechanics hall last night, 
cheered lustily as he declared a 
hatred for Communism and "the 
godless creed it teaches," and serv- 
ed this notice that the "airlift" 
will be maintained. 


"In Germany, we have taken
